Smallpox in Springfield, Mo. 

Springfield, Mo., December 20,1899. 

Sir : Answering your circular letter (G. T. V.) in regard to smallpox, 
the first case appeared last summer, and the doctor in charge pro- 
nounced it chicken pox. Not much attention was paid to it until the 
middle of August, when we had 2 more cases, then the doctors were 
divided — they called it everything: "Porto Rico itch," "Cuba 
measles," "Manila scab," and smallpox; however, we quarantined 
it and treated it as smallpox. By September 28 we had 27 cases, all 
colored patients. Then we moved them all outside the city to a pest 
camp, where we had erected two houses 20 by 50 feet, each house 
divided into two wards ; one house for whites and one for blacks. We 
also put up 30 tents and put floors and stoves in each tent. Up to 
date they seem to prefer the tents to the houses. "We have removed to 
these, with two or three exceptions, every case. 

Up to date we have had 195 colored and 155 white patients. Of 
these we have had 4 deaths — 1 white and 2 colored men, and 1 three- 
weeks' old infant.
